I N T R O D U C T I O N .  
The present REVIEW for the month of September depends upon all data received up to the 14th bf 

October from the Canadian Meteorologicd Service, the United States Navy, the Army Post Surgeons, 
Voluntary Observers and the Ul~ited States Sigual Service. The most iiiteresting features have been: Firat, 
the cyclones of the Gulf of Mexico aid of the Ctiribbean Sen. Secontl, the drought and prairie fires,of cer- 
tnin regions. Third, the universal high temperature.

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Aread of High Pressure.-In general but few high areas have been reporteJ, and mne  of these presented 

cases of very high pressure+.

and thence eastward, reaching the South Atlantic oo:rst ou the 4th.

central in the Lower Missouri valley, aud on tho 18th, 7:35 ti. m.. central a t  St. Louis. The iirett now 
extended enst and Iwt-northenPt, nnd 011 the 19th, 7 3 5  a. m.. wa9 ceutral i u  PeunJyl.wh, and oii the 
20th, 7:35 a. m., wns centrnl off the Middle Atltinlic coast.

Area8 of Low P~CRBUW i i i  Upneral -Of the Iw rometric deprewioris recorded during September, six hare  
been tttteuded bv violcnt winds, i. e., Nos. 11, VI,  VII, IX, XI rind XI11 ; the othem hyve been characterized 
only by locnl winds, nod have soon died away. Four vevere storms htive pursued t h l r  paths off our south 
and east coasts, and hrive tiot enc*roached upon the land so much 11s in  the September of previous year%. The 
Other depressions have originated in the heated nir of the Rocky Mounttiins; t d  of' the8e No. I1 wns the 
only one which advancrd 80 far as the Atlantic ocean, where it sooti became u eevere storm.

At 11 p. m. of tllc 8th and 7 a. m. hf the 9th this trough i g  replaced ljy a well-defined area of low 
pressure, central iu eastern Kansas and Nebraskn, Thie depre~sion now nioved slvwlj' e'lf)tyaed, ronchjng 
Ohio and Indiana at  7 a. in. of the loth,  and remained nenrly stationary in this region un t i l  It dieappeased 
a t  'I1 p. m. or the 11th.

KO. VI.-This severe storm first appeared on our tri-daily maps a t  7:35 n. m:, of the 16th. 
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nnrottnt of tlris full varied frOn1 0.07 a t  Putitn Rnwa to'0.14 a t  Bro\w~villc.  Tlic witids 11ad been stcntly 
s n u t h - ~ o u ~ h e ~ s t  mid met, wth ClPar or partly cloudy weather, except i n  the eastern portious nrcnsional raiirs. 
The velocity of the winds had, however, iiicreaeorl f'ram 435 to 11 p. m. instead of diniinishing, in accord- 
Rnce with the normal d i u r d  chniiges, and a t  7:35 a. m. of the 16th they had still further increased at 
Gulveston and Indimola, and llI!d backed to the uorbheast, with threatening and rainy weather. The fall 
of 0.06 in pressure a t  these stations, while it remniued stationnry at Browrisville aud New Orleans, wns 
additinnal evidence to indicate t h t  the centre of the storm wae approaching these statinus. A$ this time the 
nrea of 29.80, or less, seems to have orcupied the western third of' the Gulf of Mexico, while the region of 
lnwe~t  pressure was still ncy'erto the Texas gulf, From 11 p. m. ofthe 16th to 11 p. m. of the 16th the baroni- 
eter was stationary io Louisillna and the East Gulf'Siatep; i t  fell on the Texas coast, but fell and rose agaiu 
at Bro\vnsville.

On the 15th nothing unusual was noticed, except a h i n t  
lunar halo in  the eveiiing; luter a t  iiiglit light, fleecy cirro-cuniulus clouds crime u p  from the south, The 
morning of the 16th opened with heavy fitfill showers from the east, lasting tit first but a quarter o f a  miii- 
ute, but soon increased to Q 11parly continuous rain from the iinrtheast. The eculiurities of the clouds were 

times of law cuini~l~-s~ratus-llke scud, moving rapidly from the northeast ; through rifts iu the lntter were Ire- 
quently discernible R higher veil of stratus or cirro-stratus nlso apparently calm.

The d-vintions from normal pressure3 show that a t  11 p. m of the 20th thij  
tlepressioii covered the whole of our Rocky Moult tain stations, and extedded northwest!vnrd into British 
Amerira. On the 21st, 11 p. m., the grentedt deprewion w m  iii Nebraska, Dtikotir and nlinnesota, ntid ivny 
imniediatcly followed by a rapid rise, coming iu from the uorth, aud in c o n q u c ; i c ~  of which tho depresjioti 
tlied out without further development.
